Thus af} bis Blufter has nothing but an 
empty Noile in it} and if he would have us 
to underftand-any lefs Power to be inthe 
Queen and Parliament about the making a 
Bifhop or a Prieft, than the Laws of Eng. 
jand has appointed,. be. muft fay fo in plain- 
er Words 3 for it is already certain, the 
Queen confécrates no Bifhops, nor or@ains 
anyPriefis, but the Queen names whom the 
Church fhall confecrate, and they cannot 
by the Laws of this Realm confecrate any 
other, norcan they confecrate any at all 
without her Nomination; and thus far the 
Queen makes a Bifhop; and if he will deny 
this to be lawful, let him do it when he 
pleafes, he will eafily be confuted.

Now ifthe Church of Score 
land has appointed Baptifm to be ad- 
miniftred openly and only in the 
Church—Ic is a juft Appointment by 
the Acknowledgment of this 34th Ar- 
ticle, and eught to be obferv’d 3 and 
whether private Baptifms are to be 
commended rather than publick, I 
leave to the Minifters of the Church 
o: Diffenters here to determine, both 
which I have heard complain of it— 
If then the Church have Power to ap- 
Point it to be done in the Church, they 
have alfo Power to p-cfcride the Time 
of it, and if that Time be to bealter’d 
jo any private Cafe, the Worfhip of
